who recentiy arrived bere from Wash- 
ington, 

Sefor Pesquiera spent the afternoon 
and part of the evening in this city 
nvestigating various rumors and so- 
called official reports aealing with the 
situation at the front. At the conclusion 
of his investigations he telegraphed a 
report to associates in Washing- 
ton and later talked with newspaper 
men, 

The Constitutionalist Secretary of the 
Interior, Sefor Zubaran, was present at 
the interview. :

If a request for his opinion 
reaches the District Attorney to-day, as 
is possible, it ls expected that he will 
send an immediate and emphatic reply. 
It is customary to refer similar appeals 
to the District Attorney and trial Judge 
for their opinions. 

From the District Attorney’s point of 
view, the final chapter of the gunmen’s 
case was written when the Court of 
Appeals unanimously upheld the convic- 
tion. The fact that the names of the 
guninen may figure in the second trial 
of Becker has no bearing on the case, 
he says. Under the law the gunmen 
cannot be called as witnesses in the 


second Becker trial. 

“There is no doubt of the gunmen’s 
guflt,’” said Mr. Whitman. ‘‘I am unal- 
terably opposed te the application for 
a stay of execution, and will feel it my 
duty to say so if the Governor asks my 
opinion.”

HUNTED BY WIRELESS 


Steamers Asked to Watch for 
Youths Who Have Been 


Missing Since Sunday. 


The wireless stations at Sea Gate, the

Experts from the Controller's office 
have been examining the Assembly's 
appropriation bill for me, and they 
declare that the Assembly's bill which 
Speaker Sweet called economical was 
in many respects extravagant and 
wasteful. True, it abolished two de- 
partments because these departments 
happened to be under the direction of 
Democrats. It is not my purpose here 
to pass upon the value of these de- 
partments, but I am willing to submit 
that the way to abolish departments is 
by proper and deliberate examination 
and legislation rather than by denying 
| appropriations which the Legislature 

is by law required to make. 

Furthermore, the Assembly bill 
showed a decrease of about $200,000 
because it took for other uses the fund 
devoted by law to the maintenance of 
prison industries. It made a further 
showing of economy by taking $575,- 
000 away from the State hospitals in 
the appropriation bill, intended for 
next year, and then gave this $575,000 
back to the hospitals in the Supply 
bill. 

By these and improper 
means the Assembly bill on its face 
showed a _ reduction over previous 
bills, but under the cloak of economy 
the Assembly put into its bill many 
unnecessary items. I am informed 
that under cover of lump sum appro- 
priations the Assembly bill increased 
the salaries of many Republican of- 
fice holders and created positions 
which Republican friends might fill. 
Tilegal on the one hand, the Assem- 
bly bill was extravagant on the other. 

Furthermore, the full hypocrisy of 
the Assembly bill is disclosed by the 
statements of heads of departments. 
According to their statements they 
went to the Assembly and protested 
that the Assembly's appropriation bill 
would seriously cripple their depart- 
ments. The Assembly leaders ad- 
mitted this fact and suggested that 
the Senate should take the responsi- 
bility for putting these departments 
on their feet. After this was done, 
said the Assembly leaders, the Assem- 
bly would concur in the increase. 

It would be hard to conceive pettier 
politics than this. After admitting 
that the bill framed the Assembly 
did not meet the needs of govern- 
ment, the Assembly clung to its pre- 
tense of economy and insisted that all 
responsibility for increases should be 
borne by the Senate. 

I am profoundly interested in the 
statement of Speaker Sweet as to the 
great amount which the Assembly 
bills would save the State. My inter- 
est proceeds from the fact that three 
bills passed the Assembly carrying ap- 
propriations of $265,000 and which 
were intended to increase the value of 
property in Mr. Sweet's. district. 
Speaker Sweet evidently believes that 
economy does not begin at home. 
| Neither the date for the extra session

Rosalsky Tells a Former Butler He

As a warning to persons who, either 
through carelessness or willfulness, vio- 
jlate the Sullivan law against concealed 
weapons, Judge Otto A. Rosalsky of 
i Genera! Sessions imposed sentence yes- 
terday upon thirty-five persons who had 
pleaded guilty to carrying revolvérs, 
blackjacks, slungshots,’ stlilletos, or 
razors. The sentences ranged from 
$25 to terms of from three years 
and one month to six years and six 
months in Sing Sing. 

‘The imposition of some of these 
| s« ntences,” said Judge Rosalsky, ‘‘ may 
be a hardship, but we must convey to 
the people of New York the information 
that no one without a permit may carry 
In the future more serious 
hments will be meted out both by 
me and by my associates."

Bellevue Now Greatly Handicapped 
by Inability to Get Consents—To 
Ask Cash for New Morgue.

As a result of the report of the Hos- 
pital Investigating Committee of the, 
Board of Estimate, made public yester- 
day, regarding conditions at the old} 
Morgue, the Board of Aldermen will be 
asked to-day to appropriate $12,000 for | 
the maintenance of the newly equipped | 
| Mcrgue in Bellevue Hospital. The re- | 
port stated that “ atrocious conditions” 
existed,at the old Morgue, due mainly 
to overcrowding, and urged that the new 
Morgue be put into operation immediate- 
ly. The report also recommended that 
the State law concerning autopsies be 
changed so as to enable hospitals to 
perform a much larger percentage of 
autopsies than is allowed at present. 

The present law provides that, except 
in cases under the control of the Cor- } 
oner, no friend may permit an autopsy, | 
and that all unclaimed bodies must be 
sent to the medical colleges without an 
autopsy. The proposed law will allow | 
hospitals to perform autopsies in cases 
where there is no objection within forty- 
wife, or next 
ot This, it is stated, would take | 
from the authorities the burden of find- 
ing and consulting with the next of kin. 
The report states: 

‘Bellevue Hospital has built and 
equipped the finest pathological buiid- 
ing in the United States, and probably 
the best in existence. It is provided | 
with every modern facility tor perform- 
ing autopsies and following up such 
autopsies by experimental work upon| 
tissues, but although the hospital has 
provided itself with this exceptionally | 
well designed and thoroughly equipped 
building it is practically unable to use 
it, because of its inability to secure 
permission to perform autopsies. 

‘“*So long as it is impossible to per- | 
form a larger percentage of autopsies | 
medical knowledge in the United States | 
will lag behind that of Europe, and ad- 
vancement will necessarily be slow. In| 
this country very satisfactory progress | 
is belne made in surgical knowledge and 
methods, and in the study of bacterio- 
logical diseases, but advance in knowl- 
edge of chronic diseases 
lating to a disturbed metabolism 
slow.

Burns Out Feather Factory—Twen-| 


ty-six Employes Escape. 


A fire in the four-story building at 
609 and Gll East Seventeenth Street 
threatened for a time yesterday to 
spread to a large gas tank of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company, eight fee: east 
of the burning building, and Ww the 
block of six-story tenement houses just 
west on Avenue B. The fire started 
on the top floor of the factory of P.

morning, afternoon, and evening serv- 
ices of $19,247. Keen interest was taken 
in the count because of widespread re- 
ports that the attendance in churches 
has been declining. 

Compared with a count taken ten 
years ago in fifty-two places of wor- 
ship, the figures collected on Sunday 
showed that attendance had fallen off 
by 1,500 in that period, although mem- 
bership in Presbyterian churches has 
in that time increased 2,100. The 
count was made in forty-two churches 
on Sunday. 

At the morning services the attend- 
ance was 11,662, which compares favor- 
ably with the count of ten years ag 
The falling off was in the attendance 
at the second in the afternoon 
or evening, which totaled 7,585. 

The Church News Association calcu- 
{lated that the average cost to some- 
body for every person attending a serv- 
ice in a Presbyterian church $4.50. 
| The statement of the association on this 
point is:

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Strengthening for Subway Traffic 
to Cost That Much. 


Bridge Commissioner F. J. H. Kracke, 
in discussing yesterday his plans for 
the reconstruction and strengthening of 
the bridges over the East River for 
subway trains, said the work would cost 
$15,000,000. The strengthening of the 
main truss of the Williamsburg Bridge 
is to be completed by the Fall, particu- 
lar attention paid to the main 
span and the side spans or trusses. This 
is necessary to provide for the ten-car 
trains, which will be operated over the 
Centre Street Loop, and the job will 
cost $1,000,000, 

Then for the Queensboro Bridge an 
immediate expenditure of $2,400,000 is 
required. Over it will run the subway 
trains from the B. R. T. Broadway line 
and the elevated trains of the Interbor- 
ough from the Second Avenue line, 
which will run out to Astoria and 
Flushing. 

To double-deck the centre span of the 
Brooklyn Bridge and to remodel it four 
or eight years will be necessary, as the 
work must be carried on with as little 
interruption to traffic as possible and 
cannot be undertaken until the other 
bridges are in a condition to relieve the 
Brooklyn Bridge of part of its load. The 
Manhattan Bridge is expected to take 
half the trains which now use the old 
bridge, and to alter it so as to provide 
an entrance to the loop subway and to 
make it ready for trains will take $1,- 
400,000. 

The Brooklyn plaza of the Manhattan 
Bridge will be constructed by the North- 
eastern Construction Company for $600,- 
000 and the Manhattan plaza by William 
P. Seaver for $800,000. The cost of the 
plazas at either end of the Brooklyn 
Bridge will be $5,000,000, of which $3,- 
000,000 will be spent in Brooklyn. 


MAYOR WOULD CLOSE BATHS

Mayor Mitchel said yesterday that he 
believed with Health Commissioner 
Goldwater that the public and private 
baths along the river fronts should be 
closed this Summer to avoid contagion 
due to the water being polluted with 
sewage. 

“In my opinion,” said the Mayor, 
“bathing in our rivers is more likely 
to breed disease than to prevent it dur- 
ing the hot weather. I think that the 
solution of the bathing problem will be 
in the increase of the number of inland 
bathhouses. The proposition is entirely 
up to Commissioner Goldwater. I am 
glad he has decided to handle the mat- 
ter as his scientific judgment dictates.’’
